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ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1946 

To be presented to the Members at the Annual General Meeting 

at the Imperial Hotel, Birmingham, on Sunday, 25th May, 1947 

During the year under review, which has been one of general readjust¬ 
ment to peace-time conditions, the Association’s activities have been well 
maintained. The successful stabilization of the work has been due in very great 
measure to the devoted services of our Secretary, Mr. R. B. Wilkinson, in 
whom the Council have complete confidence, and to whom, in the name of 
the members as a whole, they hereby offer their grateful appreciation. 

Whilst thus paying special tribute to our Secretary, the Council do not 
forget the rest of the staff, or the various members of the Association who, 
in voluntary official or unofficial positions, worked devotedly and effectively 
during the year at or in close collaboration with headquarters, or in local 
organization and propaganda. These include our President and other 
Honorary Officers, the rest of the Executive Committee, the Examiners, 
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the Tutors of the Correspondence Courses, and a numerous body of energetic 
Group and Federation officers and members, and isolated workers, on whose 
enterprise depends at all times, to so large an extent, the progress of the 
movement. 

The membership at the end of the year was 3,030, against 3,039 and 
2,929 at the close of 1945 and 1944 respectively. At the Annual General 
Meeting the subscription rates were raised to 10s. per annum for ordinary 
Members, 25s. for Fellows, and 5s. for Junior Members, and this upward 
change may' somewhat affect the figure of membership in 1947 ; but the 
Council are confident that the income from this source will show, as was 
expected, a considerable increase. Nevertheless, a minimum of 5,000 
members still remains the goal to be aimed at, both on general grounds and 
as a guarantee against further financial difficulties. 

The subscription income in 1946 was very nearly £900 and the Trading 
Profit £716, against £888 and £637 for the same items in 1945. Salaries, 
however, cost £1,348, against £1,128, and the Council cannot hold out any 
prospect of a reduction in this or any r other category 7 of expenditure if the 
work is to be efficiently maintained. Moreover, when the Trading Profit— 
earned by the Office—is taken into consideration, it is evident that the net 
cost of the Association’s general activities is in fact very 7 moderate. 
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Despite the excellent response of members to the Special Appeal, there 
was a net deficit of £364 on the year, and this is only partially compensated 
bv the Guarantee (£100), which the Council have called up in full—and for 
which they sincerely thank the Guarantors. 

The Revenue Account shows a charge of £387 for Advertising and 
Publicity, but the net amount actually expended during the year was only 
£237, and of this, about £40 was due to non-recurrent expenditure in 
connection with the Petition to the United Nations organized by the 
International Esperanto League. The remaining £150 of the total charge 
was due to adjustments in the amounts carried forward from year to year 
for advertising expenditure incurred towards the end of each year and 
expected to show results later. The donations to the Advertising and 
Publicity Fund in 1946 amounted to £168, which was considerably less than 
in 1945 and made it necessary to reduce our advertising commitments. 

The profits on the “Popular” Correspondence Course were, as usual, 
taken as a set-off against advertising costs in arriving at the net figure of 
£237 mentioned above. The profits from the “Standard” and “Intermediate” 
Courses, shown on the other side of the Revenue Account, were considerably 
less than in 1945 (£73, against £117). 

Ordinary Donations, at £163, were nearly double the figure for the 
previous year (£85), and, with the £314 from the Special Appeal, show that 
members have generously supported the Association’s work as a whole. 

In connection with the “Standard” Correspondence Courses the following 
may be quoted from the Report of the Rev. W. J. Downes, who has continued 
to carry on his able and devoted work as Honorary Organizing Secretary of 
these Courses :— 

“I cannot fail to pay tribute to the splendid work done in my depart¬ 
ment by Mr. Bailey. He was always willing to work up to the limit of 
his available time, and his skill and kindness invariably brought letters 
of gratitude from all his students. His death is a very great loss to us in 
this sphere of service, as in others. 

“Again 1 am glad to report that the work done by some of our students 
has been outstandingly good. Their work has greatly encouraged their 
tutors, and in every case I have written to them to suggest interesting 
and useful ways of utilizing the knowledge they have gained . . . 
Finally, I express my sincere thanks to all our tutors for their competent 
and generous help. The tutorial work in connection with our “Standard” 
Courses is bv no means easy, and no-one could maintain it (as our tutors 
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do) without considerable devotion and sacrifice. 1 am glad to pay 
tribute to my willing, clever and kindly company of fellow-workers. 
They make congenial for me a service which could easily be far 
otherwise.” 

The Annual General Meeting was held at Whitsuntide in Bristol, during 
the first post-war British Esperanto Congress—for the organizing of which 
our very grateful thanks are due to the members of the Bristol Esperanto 
Society and their fellow-workers in the movement, who overcame a variety 
of difficulties and set a high standard of achievement, and moreover made a 
substantial profit of which £20 was given to the Association. The Congress, 
which had to be limited to some 450 members, was marked by a unique 
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dramatic feature—a presentation of A Midsummer Night’s Dream in 
Esperanto—and also by a semi-official gathering of a new type, organized 
by the B.E.A. itself, at which reports were presented by representatives of 
various sectional Esperantist bodies, and an opportunity thus afforded for 
interchanging useful information in the respective fakoj. 


The Annual Meeting was very well attended (about 250 members being 
present), and the time available was all too short for the discussion of matters 
of general and special interest. 


Much special and general propaganda was carried out under the 
Association’s direct auspices during the year, including not only the 
influential work of the Education Secretary (Mr. M. C. Butler) through his 
visits to schools, outside organizations of various kinds and local Groups, 
but also very useful enterprises undertaken by Mr. E. D. Durrant, who was 
appointed Honorary Public Relations Officer of the Association in June. 

The Council are aware that Mr. Durrant’s work is already having a marked 
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effect on the status of Esperanto in important circles. In collaboration with 
I.E.L. he was able to place the case for the language strongly before certain 
officers of UNESCO—which body, it is understood, will eventually take up 
the question of an auxiliary tongue. 


In addition to Mr. Butler’s varied and exacting propaganda activities 
fin the course of which over 7,000 school pupils and 300 teachers were 
addressed and 5,689 copies of Esperanto for Beginners sold), he continued to 
edit the Journal, and to maintain our ever-expanding Library—which during 
the year was visited bv a considerable number of members and non- 
Esperantist enquirers. 


In the autumn arrangements were completed for the production of a 
feature film on the language problem, sponsored by the Association with 
covering financial support from various members—this being the “special 
enterprise” mentioned in the Annual Report for 1945. It is hoped that the 
coming year will bring concrete results from this new form of appeal to the 
general public. The money not yet paid over to the producer at the end of 
1946 is shown in the Balance Sheet as “Special Fund”. 


During the year the Association received, through its member Mrs. 
Jeffery, a large and excellent portrait of her father, the late Frederick Strong, 
presented to the Association by one of his personal friends. To perpetuate 
the memory of this devoted supporter of our cause, the portrait—now 
hanging in the Office—will eventually be placed in a room at the Domo 
(140 Holland Park Avenue) which is to be named after him in accordance 
with a request made by Mrs. Jeffery when she gave a very large contribution 
towards the purchase of the property in 1939. 

The Council would observe, in conclusion, that as the Esperanto 
movement is rapidly recovering from the effects of the war, it is incumbent 
on the B.E.A., which was much less affected than appeared likely in 1939 
(and, in fact, in some ways progressed markedly during the war period), to 
remain in the van of progress, and in all future developments to retain the 
high position which it is at present privileged to hold in the organized 
movement.

BASIC ENGLISH 

It is reported in the Press that the 
British Government has purchased the 
copyright of this project for /23,000. 
Whether or not any practical use is to be 
made of the scheme remains to be seen. 
In any case, it can be no rival to Esperanto, 
since a copyright international language is 
an impossibility in practice, and a language 
which is the legal property of a particular 
Government could hardly appeal to the 
peoples of other lands. Presumably, more¬ 
over, the copyright is merely in the name, 
since there can be no legal prohibition of 
any r desired arrangement of English words 
as such. 

In nothing was the profound and practical 
wisdom of Dr. Zamenhof better shown 
than in his offering of Esperanto as "a free 
gift to the world’’. 

The B.E.A. Office has sent a suitable 
letter to all Members of Parliament, calling 
attention to various matters in this 
connection and to the petition to the 
United Nations, and offering further 
information. 


ESPERANTO v. SIMPLIFIED ENGLISH 

A lively debate at the City Literary 

Institute, London, 11 Jan., between Mr. 
P. L. Wright and Dr. M. Follicle, on the 
respective merits of Esperanto and 

Simplified English as the international 

language, resulted in an overwhelming 

majority in favour of Esperanto. 

Mr. Wright emphasized the ethical value 
of Esperanto and its freedom from 
nationalism. Dr. Follicle maintained that 
if only English spelling were simplified, 
the world would clamour for English. 
Interesting features of the discussion were 
the testimony of nationals of other lands 
to the practical value of Esperanto and its 
phonetic spelling, and an exhibition of 
Esperanto books published in 35 countries.

Scientists 
as a body are undoubtedly conscious, as 
never before, of the need for international 
exchange of knowledge. In fact, the 
international outlook of science is an 
outstanding feature of our day, which may 
well have a determining and beneficial 
effect on world society.

The field of science presents 
wide possibilities for our language, with a 
growing recognition of the need for a 
common tongue. We arc confident that 
constructive activities by Esperantists in 
the interest of international science will 
meet a practical response.

*Vivo Vokas —Originate verkita de Stellan 
Engholm. Eldona Societo Esperanto, Stock¬ 
holm. 180 pp., 9£., sendkosto 6p. 

La apero de nova Engholm-romano certe 
interesos ĉiun, kiu taksas gravaj la evoluon 
kaj pliriĉiĝon de nia originala literaturo, 
car Engholm estas unu el la malmultaj 
verkistoj, kiuj famiĝis dum la jaroj inter- 
militaj. Vivo Vokas estas kvazaŭ daurigo 
de Infanoj en Torento, tiel ke ĝi rakontas 
pri la postaj vivoj de la Torentaj infanoj. 
El la antaŭparolo (prezentita ĉefe por helpi 
al la novaj legantoj kapti la fadenojn) oni 
sciiĝas, ke "preskaŭ la tula libro estas 
verkita en la vintro 1939-40 ..." dum 1a. 
unua rusfinna milito, kaj el la enhavo 
•estas klare, ke la rakonto pritraktas la 
ĝuste antaŭajn jarojn. 

La etoso de la libroj de Engholm estas 
trankvila ; oni ofte sentas, ke la rolulojn 
ne multe tuŝas la okazajoj de la granda 
mondo. En la nuna verko, tamen, la 
iamaj infanoj, kiuj jam junuliĝis, ren- 
kontiĝas kun problemoj de la plenaĝula 
vivo : problemoj emociaj, ekonomiaj, 
politikaj, al kiuj ĉiu el ili reagas lau siaj 
karaktero kaj temperamento. La junuloj 
impresas kiel tipecaj, pli ol tipaj ; la fakto 
mem, ke ili estas Esperantistoj, diras al 
ni, ke ili certe ne estas ordinaraj homoj, 
kaj ĉi tio iagrade malfaciligas la provon de 
la verkisto realigi al la leganto la vivojn, 
kiujn li priskribas. Tra la tuta libro 
rcaperadas iuj ideoj kaj idealoj, kiuj ŝajnas 
■deveni, ne de la homoj kiuj ilin esprimas 
kaj priparolas, sed de la aŭtoro-kreinto ; 
la homoj mem videble ne havas ekziston 
sendependan, sed servas iom tro nude kiel 
trumpetoj, tra kiuj parolas Engholm laŭ 
apenaŭ kaŝita didakta maniero. 

Eble la ĉefa valoro de la verko konsistas 
en tio, ke ĝi enhavas detalajn priskribojn 
pri Svedaj moroj kaj kutimoj. Tiuj ĉi 
partoj klare kaj en interesa maniero bildigas 
por la leganto iujn facetojn de la Sveda 
vivo. Tre frape oni rakontas pri la aranĝo, 
laŭ kiu pluraj familianoj kaj amikoj sin 
okupas, konstruante domon por unu el ili : 
pri la gvidaj roloj de la kooperativa movado, 
de la klcrigaj asocioj, kaj ties studrondoj ; 
pri la graveco de la somermeza festo kaj la 
grandskala libertempa vojaĝado kiu tiu- 
tempe okazas. Ne mankas ankaŭ informoj 
pri la fizikaj ecoj de la Sveda lando, pri la 
nacia historio, ekonomio, kaj kulturo. 
En ei tiu rilato Vivo Vokas plenumas 
task on, kiu povus sen io alia sufiĉe motivi 
kaj pravigi la ekziston de originala 
literaturo en arta lingvo internacia : la 


taskon konatigi al la leganto la viv- 
manieron de liaj kunhomoj en alia lando. 

Kiel estas antau videble ĉe tiu ĉi aŭtoro, 
la lingva stilo estas simpla, facile kom- 
prenebla : ĝi estas entute tia stilo, kia 
tute ne rimarkigas sin, krom ĉe kelkaj 
makuletoj. Oni bedaiiras, ekzemple, la 
emon uzi sensubjekte la verbon estas en 
multaj lokoj, kie per la vorto tio aŭ ĝi oni 
certe plibeligus la frazon : ĉi tiun difekton 
oni trovas tre ofte ĉe Angloj kaj Svedoj.

WHERE EAST MEETS WEST 

At the S.B.E.T. week-end conference held, 
in London, 3-4 Jan., 1947, Prof. W. E. 
Collinson, M.A., Ph.D., Professor of German 
and Lecturer in Esperanto at Liverpool 
University, read a paper on Esperanto 
Word-building from the standpoint of 
Comparative Philology. He concluded (we 
translate from the Esperanto original) : 

"Esperanto root words come mainly 
from the romance tongues of the west, 
but the internal organism and structure 
of Esperanto is more related to that of 
the central and eastern European languages. 
(This can be easily understood, if one 
recalls that Zamenhof’s three main 
anguages were Russian, Polish, and 
German). Hence Esperanto is far better 
qualified than any other artificial inter¬ 
national language to serve as a bridge 
between the so-called Eastern and Western 
groups of Europe." 

"The genius of Esperanto lies precisely 
in the fact that it emanated from the brain 
of one man who had a high appreciation of 
languages with a working knowledge of a 
considerable number ... It is not the 
dry compromise of a committee. To 
employ a metaphor, it is like a prism whose 
facets radiate all the colours of the European 
language rainbow extending from the 
Atlantic coastline to the steppes of the 
Soviet Union. Practical experience has 
irrefutably demonstrated that the structure 
of Esperanto admirably conforms to the 
thought habits of the Asiatic lands of the 
Far East’’.

Instead of naval convoys there 
will be vast convoys of passenger ships 
filled with students and professors. “There 
will be no end to their travelling. No one 
will be considered civilized until he knows at 
least five foreign languages.” We have a 
vision of “the blacksmith, the stonemason, 
the electricians and engineers, the young 
doctors and foundrymen and mechanics, 
on their voyages.” 

The writer does not tell us how these 
people managed to master six languages. 
Had he made them learn Esperanto, with 
the whole world really open to them, he 
would have given his utopia an air of reality. 
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Public Opinion Polls — The Belgian 
National .Radio recently conducted a 
Public Opinion Test on the question 
What is your opinion on the necessity for an 
international language ? 87.5% voted in 

favour, 12.5% against. The favourable 
opinions were divided as follows : For 
Esperanto 51.25% ; No preference 27.50% ; 
English 6.87%; Latin 1.25%; French 
0.52%. 

A similar poll in France, early in 1946, 
gave 65% for Esperanto.

Special Note— There is a strong case for 
Esperanto in the new Modern Secondary 
Schools.

French. Yet they could certainly become 
fluent in Esperanto, and would then be 
better able to tackle another language. 

Any Head or Teacher willing to arrange 
a short intensive experimental course 
should get into touch with me. I can 
guarantee to give a class of average children 
of any age a surprising facility in simple 
Esperanto conversation in a few’ days. 
Such a practical demonstration is more 
useful than any amount of correspondence. 
And a course of six to ten lessons is far 
more helpful and convincing than a solitary 
lecture.

The 1946 report of the Society of British 
Esperantist Teachers shows a membership 
of 200 (1944 168, 1945 189). Committee 
meetings were held regularly and attended 
faithfully ; the Bulletin appeared regularly 
and contained much valuable information. 
50 attended the Annual Meeting, and 44 
the Summer School. Reports had appeared 
in the educational press. The list of 
Honorary Advisers had been brought up to 
date, and new note-paper printed. A 
Questionnaire sent to members brought in 
details of 1,132 children learning Esperanto 
in 24 schools or school groups (this figure is 
variable, and certainly incomplete; informa¬ 
tion from other schools teaching Esperanto 
would be welcomed). The School magazine 
Juna Espero had been founded. School 
correspondence, and collaboration with 
teachers in other lands, were being arranged.

Cp. vazelino, 
vaseline, petroleum jelly. 
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
